"Procedure nries now permit judges 


to mate speeches from the bench, 
practically decide cases and dictate 
what verdicts juries shall bring in," 
eaid Dyer. "So much latitude is al- 
lowed in their instructions that they 
sometimes usurp the functions of the 
jury. I shall urge a law to require 
them to give their jury instructions 
in writing and to not improperly in- 
fluence them.

Press.)—Dictation by federal judges 
of juries' verdicts would be prevented 
under the terms of a bill Representa- 
tive Dyer, of Missouri, has prepared, 
he says: 


"Procedure nries now permit judges 


to mate speeches from the bench, 
practically decide cases and dictate 
what verdicts juries shall bring in," 
eaid Dyer. "So much latitude is al- 
lowed in their instructions that they 
sometimes usurp the functions of the 
jury. I shall urge a law to require 
them to give their jury instructions 
in writing and to not improperly in- 
fluence them.
